RESUMPTION. 

Sax Francisco, Sept. 1.—The Merchants’ Ex- 
change Bank will open to-morrow morning. The 
President states personally that a sufficient 
amount in coin has been coliected in the regular 
way of business to enable the bank to meet all 
demands. Notification of resumption will ap- 
pear in the evening papers.

THE FAILURE. 
NEWSPAPER ACCOCNTS. 
San Frances Chromele, Auda. N. 

It iseaidon authority which can bardly be 
considered doubtful that the Bank of California 
as deen painfully straightened for the last three 
days. its customere bave been scarcely accom- 
modated at all, and large depositors have enter- 
edit with doubte regarding ite solvency. It has 
made extraordinary efforts to call in its loans, 
yesterday morning sending peremptory orders 
to debtors to come forward at once with their 
ready money. A few more wary customers have 
been for two or three days past taking out their 
coin and placing it where they deemed it more 
secure. The withdrawal of deposits began at an 
early hour yesterday morning and continued 
through the forenoon, but so moderately as to 
attract little attention from outsiders, the timid 
ones outside the counters forming a very slight 

addition to the reguiar routine of daily cus- 
tomers. 

TUE LITTLE CLOUD ON THE HORIZON. 

It was not until 1 p. m. that the officials of the 
insiitution became much alarmed. About that 
hour several checks for $100,000 or $200.000, or 
similar amounts, came to be cashed from de- 
positors not usually disturbed by rumors of 
financial trouble. All these were paid without a 
murmur, but they kept on increasing. The 
acattering drops became a quiet patter, and the 
patter became a heavy shower. By 2 o'clock the 
steady withdrawal of funds had quickened into 
a run, which attracted attention and drew a 
crowd of spectators about the doors. The news 
ran along the street like a prairie fire, causing 
the greatest commotion among brokers and 
operators, who rushed toward the centre of in- 
terest, some 

WITH BANK-BOOKS IN THEIR HANDS, 
others simply inspired with a desire to join in 
the excitement. As the news spread to adjoin- 
ing streets, and into the quarters of the city 
devoted to heavy business, it aroused every- 
where the same attention. Stores and work- 
shops were emptied of their occupants, either to 
sec the excitement or to enable a withdrawal 
of deposits before the hour for closing the 
banks, which was now at hand. The people 
thus led by curiosity or interest streamed from 
all quarters toward the corner of California and 
Sansome streets, filling the space in that locality 
for a square in every direction. At half-past 2 
the excitement culminated in 

A SCENE OF EXTRAORDINARY INTEREST, 
which could be taken in at a glance from an 
elevated position. The streets were thronged 
as far as the eye could reach, the crowd being 
quiet in certain places, in others alive with 
motion. The steps of all banks and. offices 
were packed with spectators. A pale face was 
seen at every pane of every window. Wild men 
were rusbiag in all directions, papers fluttering 
in their bands, and among them the inevitabie 
bank-book. Pale women, with disordered hair 
and dresses, began to appear, giving the scene a 
little variety of color, aud striving vainly to 
reach the narrow entrance at the door of the 
Bank of California, besieged with crowding, 
struggling, obstreperous white-faced men. 
THE SCENE AT THE BANK Hoon 
was 80 wild, eager, confused, and tumultuons 
that it can be but imperfectiy described. Police- 
men, ion uniforms and without, were scattered 
avout in all available places to keep the crowd 
io the best order possible under the circum- 
stances. The great iroa door was closed, and 
through the little narrow door in the centre, like 
the entrance to a 22 cell, the panic-stricken 
depositors crowded, pressing their way between 
serried ranks of ragged, moneyless spectators, 
to whom the failme of all the banks in the 
world would not have been a matter ofthe alight- 
est consequence. An effort was made to keep 
out those having no business inside, but it was 
oniy partially successful. Those who came for 
deposits were. largely brokers’ cle:ks and the 
representatives of business men in the lower 
part of the city. 
THE SCENE AT THE COUNTERS. 

The sceve inside the bank was even more in- 
tensely exciting than that outside. A crowd 
lined the counters from end to end, nervously 
shoving checks under the noses of tellers, who 
glanced at them, and as their only answer 
shoved over to the excited men who brought 
them little piles of gold or great piles and boxes 
of silver, Every teller had a white, scared look. 
and the bookkeepers and the faces of 
clerks seen at the distant desks, looked 
ghastly as snow-drifte in the moonlight. Now 
and then a bank-Trustee was seen fliiting about 
in a ghostly way, disappearing in the direction of 
the rooms belonging to the officers. The old 
Chinese clerk, who must have been contemporary 
with Confugius, sat on a high stool, gazing wise- 
ly througe die spectacles, which are large as 
watch-crystals, at the half-crazed crowd pressiu 
forward tor their money. Great piles of — 
and silver coin glistened on shelves just beyond 
the reach of those so vociferously demanding it. 
The clink of coin fairiy drowned the din that 
came from the thronged street through the nar- 
row entrance. The crowd increased rapidly from 
2 o’ciock until 2:30, when there was scarcely 
room for them at the counters. Then the man- 
agement decided to stop payment, and so tele- 
graphed io their Eastern correspondents. At 
2:35 the little nariow iron door swung to in the 
faces ol several anxious depositors. The hand- 
some face of Billy Duncan's clerk, bearing a 
look of intense disappointment, was the last seen 
from within through the aperture. Au effort was 
made from witnout to push it open, but a police- 
man with strong arms shoved it to and drew the 
beavy iron bolts, forbidding farther ingress. 
Then the crowd began beating a fierce tattoo, to 
which the Tellers and clerks who stood still in 
their places listened with a faint smile of satis- 
faction and a deep-drawn sigh of relief. Bat 
the mission of the great Bank of California was 
ended. 

THE NATIONAL GOLD AND TRUST COMPANY. 

A rua commenced on the First Nationa! Gold 
and Trust Company's Bank somewhere about 2 
o'clock, and after the doors of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia were closed, became more exciting even 
than that, The crowd had, from the moment 
when the news begav to spread, been growing 
constantly denser. The streets for several 
squares about the scene of deepest interest had 
become impaesable to vehicles, aud even pedes- 
triaus pressed through with the greatest diffi- 
culty. A — entering the Trust Company's 
institution, between a le of policemen, found 
the counters all occupied, every inch of the floor 
filled with spectators, aod a big hoodlum stand- 
ing with his dirty high-heeled boots on a hand- 
some sofa smoking a vile cigar and looking over 
the beads of the assemblage at the cleris lug- 
ging buxes and bags of money from the sefe, 
and tellers shoving them over the counters. Ihe

MARKET. 

Reporter—What is the cause of the present 
stringency in the money market ? 

Mr. Ralston—The first is the extraordinary 
movement in the grain market. Io other words, 
the extraordinary demand for grain has brought 
into the market an unusaally | quantity of 
wheat, which has taken out of the city a large 
amount of coin as fast as we could get it. Is has 
amounted to $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 in the last 
six weeks, a constant daily drain. For instance, 
we received telegrania from San Jose, Sacra- 
mento, Marysville, Stockton, Sonoma, Petaluma, 
Napa, and other localities, asking us to send 
$10,000, $15,000, or $20,000 for thie purpose. 
Friedlander, for example, buys a cargo of gtain 
aod gives his checks for it, and that coin is all 
paid over to the farmers, and for the time being 
Ie depletes the money. suppiy just as it occurs in 
the fall season in the East, when the great de- 
mand for money to move the pork or fall crops 
occurs, There are times then when money 
brings 1 or 2 per cent per day, but we have not 
the same facilities for recuperation in case of 
such a strain that they have in the East, and, 
consequently, where they would pick up strength 
to carry them over the crisis, we would go to tue 
wall tor lack of such facilities.

JAMES c. FLOOD, 

Last evening short! 3 af tor 8 o' clock a Chronicle 
reporter ju terviewed James C. Flood, the bonan- 
ra king, in the sittiug-room of his residence on 
Elis street. There were several anxious bankers 
cioseted with the supposed author of the late 
financial maelstrom when the reporter entered, 
but they soon took their leave, and Mr. 
Flood, in tbe coolest manner imaginable, 
announced himself at the service of the 
latest arrival. There was no loss of time, no 
beating about the bush in introducing the sub- 
ject of the failure of the Bank of California, aod 
the part the great bullion producer was sup- 
posed to have taken in the bringing on of tae 
tiemendous crash.

In the course of his remarks Mr. Meech ad- 
vocated the immediate ment by the town of 
all the debts owing by it. He also passed a high 
eulogium on Mike Evans for his prompt collec- 
tion of personal property taxes, and said that 
last year he gathered m $316,000 of 
that levy. He also explained that when 
the taxes v re turned over tothe County Treasur- 
er that oficer never made avy attempt to collect 
personal property tax, so that what was collected 
on that account must be gotten before the mat- 
ter was turned over. For that reason, he be- 
lieved that Mr. Evans would be very successful 
in collecting the city personal property tax, and 
he would have made for him a liberal allowance.

THE NATIONAL LOAN-OFFICE. 
Yesterday we published the latest letter of 
the prolific WenDELL PRILLIrs on the subject 
of the currency, and commented on one por- 
tion thereof. In the discussion of the pro- 
ject to issue greenbacks indefinitely . in 
amount, Tr Trrsune has persistently asked 
how this currency was to be putin circula- 
tion. The wildest faction have proposed 
that they should be used to purchase inter- 
est-bearing bonds,—and never redeemed in 
any shape. KxILxr has proposed that taxa- 
tion be repealed and that greenbacks be issued 
to meet the current expenses of the Govern- 
ment until there was plenty of inflation; but 
these plans have been unsatisfactory to their 
followers. The same question has been ad- 
dressed to these people by other papers in 
all parts of the country. WIND EIIL. Pre 
has seen the embarrassment; he has also 
been convinced that the Ketizy introcon- 
vertible scrip bond, principal and interest in 
paper, wasa fraudand adelusion; so*that 
to avoid the d fficulty of getting the notes 
into circulation, and their non-convertibility, 
he proposes new and even bolder proposi- 
tions, which he thus states :

If necessary, in order to 
conciliate existing prejudice, let the capital of these 
bonds, having long terms to run, be payable in gold. 
Make greenbacks legal-tender for all purposes, customs 
and all Government dues included, 

Here, then, is the new and latest scheme. 
The Government is to lend all the money 
to every person applying therefor who can 
give good security.” The loan to be at 
low rates of interest,” and the money con- 
vertible into long bonds, payable in gold. 

We published the other day a compilation 
of the number of persons in the country who 
were money-lenders. Through the agency of 
the savings banka there were nearly three 
millions of people, of all ages, sexes, and con- 
dition, who, aggregating their savings, were 
lending one thousand millions to those who 
could offer proper security. The four hun- 
dred thousand stockholders of the National 
Banks, savings banks, and private banks of- 
fered $680,000,000 on loan, while seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand depositors in the Na- 
tional and State banks held over $800,000,000 
subject to loan on good security. These were 
the amounts to be loaned, and the number of 
money-lenders through the agency of the 
banks. We did not include the number of 
insurance companies nor of private individu- 
als who also loaned money. The aggregate 
of over four millions of money-lenders have 
loaned out in round numbers $3,000,000,000, 
or slightly less than twice the sum of the bond- 
ed debt of the Government, and nearly 50 per 
cent more than the whole national debt. 
Here, then, is a pretty extensive fund from 
which any business man, or any man, can ob- 
tain a loan upon good security at the current 
rate of interest. The current rate of inter- 
est is the precise sum at which a borrower 
can hire money at a profit, No one, save the 
most desperate and reckless spendthrift, will 
contract a loan at any higher rate, and money 
can Only command such interest asis given 
for its use. There is no man in the country 
who cannot now borrow money for any legiti- 
mate purpose if he can furnish security. The 
owner of every farm in Illinois can borrow 
money toa fair proportion of the value of 
the farm. There is no man in this city who 
owns a lot that is worth anything who can- 
not readily obtain money to help build a 
house on it. The banks will discount any 
note reasonably well secured. There is, 
therefore, no scarcity of loanable funds, to be

The man 
who on a deposit of bonds to the amount of 
a million of dollars—railroad, municipal, 
construction company, or other like bonds— 
obtains a loan of greenbacks for five years, 
returns the greenbacks immediately to anoth- 
er bureau of the Treasury, and obtains for 
them a like sum of national bonds, the prin- 
cipal of which is payable in gold. He would 
practically exchange his worthless bonds for 
United States gold bonds. Just as fast as the 
greenbacks were issued they would be funded 
in these gold bonds, and the bonded debt of 
the United States would be increased every 
week to the capacity of the speculators of the 
country to borrow. It is not an unreasona- 
ble estimate to say that the bonded debt 
would be increased at the rate of six hundred 
millions of dollars a year, and the interest on 
the public debt increased proportionately. 
The Government loan-office would be noth- 
ing more than a place where any man having 
securities on which private capital would not 
lend a dollar can exchange them for gold 
bonds of the Government. 


THE UNITED STATES PROTESTED. 
The departure of the Democratic party 
from the faith of its fathers is lamentably 
shown in their support of paper money. One 
of these fathers, Old WLAN ALLEN, was 
one of the foremost champions of hard 
money when in Congress. He was the asso- 
ciate of Bewron in the Senate. An incident 
illustrating the Democratic feeling on this 
subject took place in January, 1842. The 
Treasury had issued, under a general law 
passed by the celebrated Whig Congress 
elected in 1840, Treasury notes having the 
quality of reissuability. The original issue 
was five millions, but, as they could be re- 
issued, they served fora much larger sum. 
The Whig Administration paid out these to 
creditors in the proportion of two-thirds 
paper and one-third specie. Bxrnron heard 
of this use of Treasury notes as currency, 
and took steps to break it up. He obtained 
from the Secretary of the Treasury a check 
for part of his per diem, had it presented 
for payment in specie at the bank, which 


refused, and he then had the check pro- 
tested. He then appeared in the Senate and 
read the protest, as follows :

per cent in and the residue in specie,” 

Therefore I, the said Notary, at the request afore- 
said, have protested, and by these presents do solemnly 
protest against the drawer and indorser of this said 
check, and all others whom it doth or may concern, 
for all costs, exchange, or re-exchange, charges, dam- 
ages, and interests suffered and to be suffered for 
want of payment thereof. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and affixed my seal notarial this fret day of Fel» 
ruary, 1842, Grorcr Swxenrry, 
Protesting $1.75. Notary Publis — 
Upon the reading of this paper, Mr. F ,».

This demand is simply infamous. It is 
beyond the limit of mere extortion; it 
amounts to robbery. It may be prevented if 
the Justices of the Peace do their duty. The 
Board proper consists of the seven Justices 
in South Chicago, the Supervisor, and the 
Clerk. The Assessor and Collector only be- 
come members of the Board and acquire 
the privilege of voting their own salaries 
when any of the Justices are absent. It is 
the duty of all the Justices, therefore, to be 
present at every one of the meetings, in 
order to prevent these parties in interest 
from working out their scheme. It is also 
their duty to set their faces against the 
wholesale robbery which is contemplated. 
They represent the tax-payers in this matter. 
They constitute a large majority of the 
Board. They are in a position to defeat the 
outrage if they desire. If they fail to do so, 
there will be good grounds for suspecting 
that they have acted from corrupt motives. 
Five of the Justices are enough to 
defeat the tax-eaters on the Board. 
Justices DzWoitr, Hans, Waren, 
Portak, and Mrzom ought certainly 
to refuse anything more than fair and reason- 
able compensation for the. comparatively 
small amount of work done, and Also make 
allowances for the unsatisfactory, dishonest, 
and careless manner in which it is done. 
They ought to inquire very closely into Mn 
Evans’ claim, that it is necessary for him to 
have thirty assistants to erllect a portion of 
the personal tax alone inthe South Division 
of the city, when Justice Potzax states it 
that he did it a few years ago all alone. Has 
the work increased thirty times since 1867? 
Does Mxxx Evans collect thirty times as much 
money as Mr. PoxLAx didi when he was Town 
Collector? These are the matters on which 
the Justices should inform themselves. They 
should determine whether good and compe- 
tent men could not be found to do all that 
the Supervisor and Clerk do—that is, attend 
two or three meetir.gs in the course of a year 
—for $100 and $50 respectively. If they 
can, then they have no right to allow the 
Supervisor $2,500 and the Clerk $1,000. The 
Justices will not vote away the people’s 
money in the reckless manner proposed un- 
less they have some personal interest in it, 
and they sbould understand that the people 
know this, 


TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. | 

The consolidation of the Western Union 
and the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Com- 
panies bids fair to become an accomplished 
fact. If so, it destroys all future competi- 
tion, and may lead to grave results. The 
Atlarstic & Pacific issued about $9,000,000 
of stock, most of which was fictitious. With 
the water squeezed out of it, the shares may 
have represented $2,500,000. The Western 
nion is said to have leased the wires for- 
ever, or praatically so, atarental of 7 per 
cent on this valuation, or $175,000 a year. 

This makes one company, and that in the 
hands of Wall street speculators. . Its officers 
are experienced men. The President is an 
admirable, clear-headed business man, and 
he has a corps of able assistants. The pres- 
ent managers probably would not delib- 
erately oppress the public or the press. 
But there are curious things going on 
in New York. The future dictator of the 
new-born monopoly will be—unless appear- 
ances deceive—Jax Got. This man is the 
RaLsrox of the East. He is the same sort of 
frantic speculater, but more daring, more sa- 
gacious, more secretive, more greedy for 
gain. For anght we know to the contrary, 
he is, in body as well es mind, a lineal de- 
seendant of Suriock. He is already the 
largest individual owner of Western Union, 
end ig. understood to control Atlantic & 
Pacify;, He and his cli.qué almost control the 
cony olidated Companies. They are making 
des perate efforts to get enough stock to in- 
8’ .re control before the October meeting, at 
‘which the future policy of the monopoly is 
to ba decided. Our telegraphic reports of 
the New York market show heavy tranfers 
of Western Union stock every day. Van- 
Danner and Govrp are fighting for 
supremacy. The general opinion in New 
York is that the latter will win. A great 
power to oppress the American people and 
the American press will then be in the hands 
of the great stock-gambler of the country. 
Suppose he decides on selling out to the 
United States. His first step towards a 
forced sale would be to raise rates, to charge 
great sums for small services. This will 
force the press, in sheer self-defense, to de- 
mand a postal-telegraph system as the only 
escape from the jaws of an all-devouring 
monopoly. The demand would probably be 
backed by the plundered publie. Under the 
law of 1866, the Government has the right to 
take the wires at a valuation, whenever it 
wishes to do so. Between $12,000,000 and 
$15,000,000 of money, honestly and eco- 
nomically expended, would supply the coun- 
try with larger and better wires, and 
better poles, and completer office. systems 
than those of the consolidated Companies. 
Suppose Gourp asks $50,000,000 or $60,- 
000,000. It is true that a valuation 
is to be made, but Congress must 
vote the money, and the difference be- 
tween the twelve and fifty millions would 
offer a colossal margin for bribery and profit. 
This is not an unlikely event. Jay Goto 
never buys for keeps”; he buys to specu- 
late and sell. What customer can we have 
for this new purchase but the nation? Com- 
ing events cast their shadows before. The 
shadow of the near future is that of a mon- 
ster monopoly. Aslongas competition exists, 
the people can see the growth of great enter- 
prises withoutfear. The independent existence 
of the Atlantic & Pacific cut down rates at 
competing points materially. In any event, 
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this would be a chioice of evils. But we have 
foreshadowed a probable peril of thé future 
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and the New York Democracy, which really 
means the struggle between Eastern aud 
Western Democracy, is already developing 
with an earnestness and even snvagery which 
are amusing to the outsiders. The one fac- 
tion is headed by the Cincinnati Lnguirer ; 
the other by the New York World: The one 
faction represents unsound, the other sound, 
money. The one champions Tum for the 
Presidency; the other, Old Burn ALLEN or 
some other inflationist who may be equally 
available, Old Bixz. ALur looming up most 
prominently because his fog-horn is the 
noisiest in its blasts. The Mord neglects no 
opportunity to assail Alux, and the Zaguirer 
neglects no opportunity to make it warm for 
Tux, and is mousing round in New York 
politics with all the industry and curiosity of 
an old woman. Asa sample of its industry, 
here is one of its curious revelations : 

The New York Tribune and the World, sworn ene 
mies on most points, are one and the same in their de- 
votion to “ Uncle Sam” Tux. With the World 
Uncle Sam has been openly connected. You may see 
the dear old gentleman driving in the Park any pleas- 
ant day with Mr. Manette.’ With the Tribune Uncle 
Sam has been “spodning ever since the young editor 
of the powerful mind began to climb the tali tower, 
Not very long ago, before SIX, of the Herald, 
brought the young editor and Jar GouLp together, 
and put each of them where he would do the most 
good,” Uncle Bam had an opportunity to advance the 
Tribune people a sum of $25,000, of which they 
chanced to be in great need, by reason of the impend- 
ing foreclosure of a mortgage. And so far, now many 
weeks, the Tribwne has been guilty of bulling Unele Sam 
as regularly in politics as Pacific Mail or any other 
stock In which Jay GoULD may happen to befor the 
moment interested in finance, And so it comes to 
pass that while the Times and the Sun ave daily show- 
ing up the kuavery of the young editor in the tall 
tower over tlie rum-shop, the Ford, whieh, for the 
aake of Uncle Sam, has no more reason than they to 
love the Tribune, has been miraculously mum, and 
never says an unpleasant word about the tall tower, 
or the rum-shop, or Jar Goutp. And so finally I this 
morning find in both my papers ope and the same 
special dispatch ” (the rarest thing in the world, as 
all newspaper men know, when sent from Washington) 
about Pennsylvania politics, ite object being to demor- 
ulize the Erie Conveniion and diminish the Democratic 
reaction in Pennsylvania, in order tuat Sam RANDALL 
may be shelvedas a candidate for the Speakership, 
and one formidable stumbling block removed from the 
thorny path of our Uncle Sam to the White House, 

This bitter rivalry between the hard money 
and the shinplaster factions of the Democ- 
racy, this determination of the New York 
Democracy to slaughter Alz, and of the 
Ohio Democracy to slaughter Trupen, is in- 
creasing the schism to such an extent that it 
will be interesting at the present time, while 
the respective combatants are pummeling 
each other, to consider the retrospect and 
prospect of the Democracy. 

A year ago the Democratic party was 
united. It avoided all questions which might 
lead to dissension in the ranks. It had but 
one policy, namely, to crush Grant and 
break down Republicanism and secure the 
spoils. Taking advantage of the mistakes 
which had been made and the dissensions 
which had arisen in the Republie- 
an ranks, as well as the dissatis- 
faction felt by people with tht 
Administration, it swept the country in the 
fall elections, and now finds itself approach- 
ing the Presidential campaign. La.t fall it 
carried Ohio by 17,000 majority, and, of 
course, this fall ought to- carry that State by 
25,000 or 30,000 majority. Instead of this 
flattering prospect, the Democrats are not 
confident now that. they will carry it at all. 
Grant is no longer a third-termer, so they 
cannot crush him, while experience his 
shown that reverses to the Republican party 
only unite it more closely and give it new 
vigor. Like Anraus, every time it has been 
borne to the earth it has been infused with 
fresh strength. A change has, meanwhile, 
come over the Democracy. Ten months have 
passed away. Wedonot hear the boastful 
exultations which filled the airthen. They 
no longer propose to walk over the course in 
1876. They have now discovered that they 
will be put to their mettle, and that, after 
polling all the votes they have, they 
will still need the votes of those dissatis- 
fied Republicans who helped them last fall, 
in order toelect their candidate for the 
Presidency. Even Old Bu AAN, with all 
the blasts of his fog-horn, has not yet blown 


| one blast which sounds like hope of victory. 


Instead of presenting a united front to the 
Republicans, as they did last fall, the forces 
are now more or leas divided against them- 
selves. There is confusion in the councils of 
the unterrifled, and a fractious and even 
mutinous disposition in the ranks. An irre- 
pressible conflict has broken out upon the 
most important question which will figure in 
the forthcoming Presidential campaign, 
namely, the financial and commercial policy 
of the future,—a question more important 
than the tariff, as that is only a matter of 
taxation. It concerns every man’s business, 
the value of his property or labor, how much 
he can buy and sell for his money, the 
stability of his trade, the certainty 
of his profits, the condition of 
his credits,—in fact, the _ possibili- 
ties of his bread and butter. Upon 
this great and all-absorbing question the 
Democrats are pulling apart. The more de- 
cent portion of them east of the Allegha- 
nies are in favor of hard, sound money and 
redeemability. The Democrats west of the 
Alleghanies are in favor of rag money, infla- 
tion, and irredeemability. The “Southern 
Democrats are uncertain which way to turn. 
Their recent costly experiences with gray- 
backs incline them to regard similar experi- 
ments with greenbacks with disfavor, and 
thus they are perplexed which way to turn, 
some of them crying out fora new candi- 
date, as the New Orleans Picayune recently 
did, in its earnest appeal for CAA Fran-

The train which leaves New York at 4 a. in. 
will reach Chicago at 5:30 o'clock on the next 
morning. The result of this will be that all 


which radiate from here, and which now start 
at all hours between 9 and 12, none earlier 


earlier. As soon as VanpzeRBi7 puts the 
passenger-coaches on to run on the postal 
time, passengers will arrive here et the same 
time as the mails, and then, instead of being 
delayed here until.noon, or at least several 
hours, will make immediate connections, 
as all of our trains will leave ear- 
lier, the only time consumed being what 
is sufficient for transfer. The howl 
which St. Louis is making over the fast train 
is altogether superfluous. The Pennsylvania 
Central Road will start a train at 4 a. m. from 
New York, arriving at Pittsburg at 3 on the 
afternoon cf the same day, bringing the pas- 
sengers and mails from that direction, con- 
necting with the regular afternoon trains 
from that city, and thence will run to Cincin- 
nati. and St. Louis, giving both those cities 
the advantage of earlier receipt of mails, the 
passengers also having the same advantage of 
earlier arrival. St. Louis will get its two or 
three tons of mail matter eight hours earlier, 
and Cincinnati its three or four tons five 
hours earlier, thus having substantially the 
same advantages as Chicago with its twenty- 
five tons. Surely there is nothing in this for 
St. Louis to howl about. If it gets its little 
mail upon the same terms as Chicago gets its 
big one, it ought to be contented. 


The Constitution of Dlinois declares that 
all Judges of Courts of Record, inferior to 
the Supreme Court, shail report in 
writing to the Judges of the Supreme Court 
such defects and omissions in the laws as 
their experience may suggest; and the Judges 
of the Supreme Court shall report in 
writing to the Governor such defects and 
omissions in the Constitution and laws as 
they may find toexist.” This wise provision has 
probably become a dead letter, but it might 
well be put into practical use forthwith. 
Have the Judges nothing to say on the jury 
system? Its evils are patent. Every man 
on the Bench has spoken to his friends of 
them. A little work in preparing recom- 
mendations might lead to the substantial 
amendment of the system. The average jury 
is apt to be a promoter of injustice rather 
than justice. We expect calm, honest, and 
correct decisions from a dozen men who are 
often picked up from the nearest groggery, 
and are always required to be stupidly igno- 
rant of that which they are to decide.

Some weeks ago the Democratic press of the 
South was full of fearful stories of negro instr- 
rections in Georgia. It was announced by them 
that a war of races had been precipitated, but 
they never explained how, nor did they trouble 
themselves to name the cause. No account was 
given by which the people of the North could 
understand the situation. We have read our 
Southern exchanges through, and studied them 
as closely as possible, in the hepe of fipding 
some explanation of the affair, but so far in 
vain. The only actual fact learned was that the 
„ negro iusurrection” was 8 flash-in-the-pan, a 
fizzle, a non-oceurrence. The clearest statement 
of fact we have yet seen is in the Baltimore 
American, whose account, condensed, is as fol- 
lows: On the 20th of the month the colored 
men of Burke County were to have held a meet- 
ing at Waynesboro to discuss a new Registry law 
which discriminated against them, in their opin- 
ion. The meeting was to have been addressed 
by one Morris, a politician incumbered 
with a military title. Just before the 
day of meeting somebody claimed to have 
found a letter, addressed to Capt. Warrans, 
signed by Gen. Monnm., and Gen.“ Rivers, 
a South Carolina politician, giving directions for 
a general massacre of white men and ugly 
women. The telegraph spread the pews over 
the State. and the White League demanded that 
they be led against the murderers. The Gov- 
ernor ordered them to remain at home, and he 


His approach struck terror to the blacks, who 
immediately abaodoned their preparations for a 
massacre and fled. A large number of ring- 
leaders were arrested on suspicion; and atill 
more escaped. The white men aud ugly women 
were not massacred. The meeting to discuss 
the Registry law did not come off. 


Sometimes it occurs to journalists on this side 
of the Rocky Mountains that the amenities of 
the profession are not altogether what they 
ought to be. This feeling is occasionally 
strengthened by dirt-throwing matches con- 
ducted by editors on the frontier; and the New 
York gentlemen are not wanting in exhibitions 
of pettiness and malice of s nature to sustain 
the idea. But matters are far worse on the Pa- 
cifie Siope.

THE NEW BERVIAN MINISTRY, 
Be.orape.

THE BOSNIAN INSURRECTION. 
Bxntax, Aug. 18.—If the news of an rreo- 


tion in Southern Bosnia is correct, the defile of

for sending Turkish troops by laad to the Herze- 
g0vina is sbut ap. There remain tbe sea routes

The BSutorina route if blocked up 
by tha ineurgenta occupving the bills and passes 
near Trebigne.

open, but it is so difficult that it can hardly be 
chosen, unless the Austrian Government allow 
the Turkish troops to use the Dalmatian roads 
in marching to-Herzegovina. It is thought that 
the Austrian Government will not be vory willing 
to give this permission, partly from a con- 
siderate regard for tb feelings of their 
various Sclavonian subjects, ahd partly 
because tbe Dalmatians. mo speak 
the same language as the Herzegovinese and 
Servians, warmly sympathize and, indeed, co- 
operate with the rebels. Gen. Rodich, the Mili- 
tary Governor of Dalmatia, has just issued « 
decree forbidding Austrian subjects to join the 
insurgents, but it is imposeible to guard the 
mountain frontier effectually, and fresh bands 
are stated to have left. The rebellion has ex- 
tended to Northwestern Bosnia, commoon!y called 
Turkish Croatia. The railway and telegraph be- 
tween Novi and Bauyalura have been destroyed. 
THE HERZEGOVINIAN INSURRECTION. 
London Standard. 

Vrenna, Aug. 13.—The Vienna papers have re- 
ceived from the Ministry the following seeming- 
ly authentic account of the last skirmish near 
Nevesinje or Stotatz. On the plateau and moun- 
tain chain between these places at least six 
skirmishes have taken place : 

The Turkish forces concentrated in and about 
Nevesinje—which, though they figure under the high- 
sounding title of a “ Division,” are in reality far below 
the peace footing of a brigade—are commanded by the 
Provisional General of Division, Brigade General Selim 
Pacha. Up to this day competent judges in military 
matters here fail tounderstand what aim Selim Pacha 
had in view in the disposition of his troops that led 
to the affair of Nevesinje. This much only is certain 
—that about the 4th of this month the Turkish com- 
mander felt obliged to push on some battalions in 
a westward direction from Nevesinje. These exposed 
Turkish battalions were surprised by the insurgents 
acting on the offensive. After a severe fight of some 
hours, during which both sides exhibited much brave- 
ry and persistence, the Turks were furced to leave 
the field. Ibey could not withstand the insurgents, 
who were armed with breech-loaders of the best con- 
struction, for they had no troops to fall back on. The 
result of this by no means inconsiderable battle cor- 
rects the view, at one time entertained here, as to the 
numbers said to have taken part in it, contained in a 
digpatch from Ragus of the 9'h of this month, The 
dispatch was only correct in the report that 800 Turks 
were totally defeated, and even this number fs rather 
below than above the truth, for, according to accounts 
in our possession, 1,100 Turks must have been en- 
ga for the 2.0 insurgents who forced the Turk- 
ish battalions to give way, for once, for @ change, a 
molehill has been ade out of a mouniain, The 
insurgents engaged in the skirmieh at Nevesinje were, 
at least, 1,200 to 1,400 strong, and well officered, On 
both sides the loss of killed and wounded. was consid- 
erable. Selim Pacha was himself wounded, besides 
several staff and genera! officers. The strategical con- 
sequences of this battie, which was so unfortunste for 
the Turks, bear no relation to its dimensions and ob- 
stinate character, Nevesinic is hald now, as before, 
by the Turks, and the insurgents, though the moral 
effects of their victory are unmistakable, up to the 
sending of this report had not yot undertaken any ad- 
vanes movement on the Tarkish ition there. 
Whether the situation has not essentially altered since 
then, however, is the more questionable, as the fact 
that up to this bour 2,000 Montenegrins have marched | 
to the scene of insurrection throws great weight into 
the 


scale. 

The Tarks blockaded in Trebigne hold out 
bravely, the defense of badly fortified ciues hav- 
ing been tue strong side of the Turks even dur- 
ing the Crimean war. It seems, though, that 
the garrisou of the town does not consist of one 
battalion of light infantry alone, as I reported, 
but also of one regiment (perhaps 1,000 men) of 
regular iufantry. at least one squadron of cav- 
alry, and several guns. Without including the 
suburbs, the town has 3,000 inhabitants, mostly 
Mohammedans, who dofbtless afford the gar- 
risom no siight aid. Besides this, the insurgents 
have no cannon. The garrison make sallies 
daily, for they are in want of provisions, which 
they are expecting from Ragusa. The insur- 
geote have already suffered severe losses from 
these sallies. Ow Monday alone they bad nearly 
100 dead aud wounded. If, however, the gar- 
rison is not relieved—and this is scarcely pos- 
sible—hupger will compel them to surrcnaer.

AN INTERVIEW IN PRISON WITH COL. BAKER, 
By an American Correspondent. 

Col. Baker received me courteously, coming to 
the door of his room and extending his haod, 
which I shook warmly in mipe. 

* Tam glad to see you,” be said smiling, as he 
threw himself iu his robe de chambreon a sofa 
near the barred window. You are an Ameri- 
can, and do you know I bave been thinking, 
when my sentence is over, of visiting your coun- 
try, perbaps to remain there. Ido not deceive 


myself as to the consequences of my sentence. 


I know I cannot live in Eogland with any com- 
fort. This wretched affair will pursue me even 
should I wish to enter any Other army. I have 
uoderstood that tho Khedive would give me my 
position io one of his native regiments. But 1 
want no prominence. A quiet nook on the Con- 
tinent or America are the only two things open 
to me.” 

The Colonel stopped talking. He spoke likes 
thoroughly despairing man. I was surprised at 
the open manner in which he spoke of bis mis- 
fortunes. 

I asked him what be thought of his sentence. 

“It is very severe one,” he answered; 
“more, perhaps, in its effects than in itself. 1 
have believed all along that the clamor made 
about my case would prejudice it in the minds of 
acommon jury. I am still of that opinion. 
Had At not been rumored that the Prince of 
Wales and others were exerting influences to 
save me. I believe that more considera- 
tion would have been taken of my services, 
and that simply a fine would bave been in- 
flicted. Bot Mr. Justice Brett, who. evidently 
wished to spare me degradation when he said bv 
brilliant deeds I might rehabilitate myself, did 
not realize that imprisonment was fatal to me. 
Many indecent assaults are not punished by im- 
prisonment. He obeyed the popular clamor, 
and uo doubt thought he would be accused of 
partiaiity did he not condemn me to the extreme 
pebalty of the offense. In this way I was made 
a sacrifice to the cry of ‘one lav for the rich 
and poor alike.’ I do not accuse my Jadge, and 
I foresaw this. It is the reason why I wanted a 
gspocial jury and a higher Court. I should no 
doubt have been found guilty, but the disgrace 
of imprisonmevt might have been spared me.” 

Have you received apy marks of sympathy 
since the sentence? 

“Yes, a great many. My former brother 
officers have again aud again assured me of 
their good will, aod I have received many letters 
from friends oondohng with my misfortune. 
To myself 1 do not attempt to condone it, and 1 
shall never cast a word of blame on the lady who 
hes bronght it allon me. I am man enough to 
know, even though I euffer for it, that, under 


all circumstances, she could not do otherwise 


than she did. I only think it bard that one mo- 
ment of forgetfalness should destroy the honor- 
able record of a whole life. Had Miss Dickinson 
not been pushed to it, I feel confident sue 
wished to spare, and 1 feel thankful for her 
generous impulse. But with the noise made 
‘over it all, she was forced to sacrifice me to her 
own reputation. She is a pure, good giri, 
and, as you saw. I never attempted to controvert 
a word she said.” 
THE MONEY MARKET AND THE GRAIN-TRADE. 
New York Heraid, 

The unprecedented abundance of money con- 
tinnes, and, as far as can be seen, will continue 
for sometime. Money flows intothe Bank of 
England from all quarters, aud large remittances 
of specie are arriving and oa their way from the 
United States and Australia, 

The lowering of the bank rate of discount, on 
the 12th inst., to 2 per cent—a rate which has 
been reached before, but is the lowest on record 
—was generally anticipated, and, indeed, for 
some days previous!y the leading discount houses 
had reduced their quotation to a still lower fig- 
ure for the best three months’ paper. A cor 
reepondeni of the London Times writes: 1 
think that it is a fact worth noting that only on 
the four following occasions since 1773 has the 
Bank of Eogland minimum rates of discount 
been 80 low as 2 per cent, at which it now stands.

It remains to be seen bow this superabundance 
of money ill be worked off. The value of 
money being now considerally below that rul- 
ing at most of the Continental centres, an expoit 
of specie must be the result, and already the fall 
im French exchange to 22.195¢ is attracting at- 
tention, that qaotation being fonly 3 centimes 
above the spedie shipping point. It is to be 
hoped that our overstocked money-bage will not 
be put to worse uses at home in the shape of 
wild speculation. But there are many who 
think sach a future isimpendiog. The late fail- 
ures and financial revelations have done their 
full sbare in bringing about thie plothora of 
capital out of work; many of the usual channels 
of investment are blocked up, and capitalists are 
restrained by a feeling of uneasiness and by 
want of confidence. 

The effect of the widespread caution bas been 
greatly to enhance the value of the beet invest- 
ed stocks and bonds, the low rate of interest al- 
lowed on deposits stimulating the demand. All 
classes. of the best American securities have, 
consequently, been in great favor, the funded 
loan “eapecially. The existing issues of 5 per 
dent bonds of the United States being vow in 
process of redemption, an active advance is stim- 
ulated in that class of securities when, as at 
present, a demand for investment arises. The 
extent of the demand may be judged by the 
preseot prices. 

Thus, although this is the dead season—the 
time of all others when Stock Exchange accounts 
tie idle and dealers foreake town for their an- 
nual holiday—the ease of money and the causes 
mentioned above have occasioned a steady im- 
provement in almost the whole list of American 
securities, and prices for the best bonds 
have reached points hitherto unknown.

“PY SHIMINY!”

Pitrssuxe, Sept. 1.—This morning the pawn- 
shop ef H. W. Cimiotti. on Smithfield street, 
near Fifth avenue, was found completely rob 
of its valuable contents. Old Cimiotti is a Jew 
who has grown rich in the business. He has his 
headquarters in # dingy old building but two 
stories high, in the heart of the city, within a 
stones throw of the municipal hall and 
police headquarters. It is supposed that 
between 5 and 7 this morning the robbery was 
committed. The rear part of the shop affords 
an excellent biding-place for robbers, and at the 
hour mentioned the police go off duty. The 
thieves did their work well. The safe is a small, 
old-fashioned one, and shuts with an ordinary 
lock. An iron bar pagses lengthwise of the 
safe across the keyhole, and is fastened by pat- 
ent padlocks at the top and bottom, to open 
which peculiar keys sre required. The safe 
8 inclosed in a vault, the door of which 
is secured by three of the same 
style of patent locks. The outside 
padlocks had all been unlocked and thrown upon 
the floor, while the inside locks had also been 
removed in the same way, the bar over the key- 
hole raised, and the safe-door opened. All of 
the inside drawers in the safe had also been un- 
locked. Pawnbrokers are not liberal as 3 class, 
and especially in this city, where they do not 
loan over one-fourth the value of the goods and 
charge 20 per cent a month interest. The safe 
contained valuable diamond rings, lock 
ots. necklaces, coral seta, besides 
42 hunting-case gold watches, 
1 silver watches, aud twenty-two 
heavy gold chains. The value of the property 
is hard to estimate. It is the accumulation of 
an entire year's business, and Cimiotti claims to 
have advanced over $3,000 on the goods, which, 
if true, would put the value of the haa), at the 
lowest calculation, at $20,000,—certainly not a 
bad one. The old man is nearly by the 
loss occasioned, but he can bearit.

A COLD-BLOODED BUTCHERY.

MORE ADOUT THE PERSIAN. 
Schr David Sharpe yesterday brought into port 
& portion of the wire mgging belonging to the Persian. 
H. J. Winslow, now m Europe, owns five-eighths of 
the Persian, and R. K. Winslow, of Cleveland, three- 
eighths. There was no insurance on the vessel, but 
the cargo of grain was fully covered. The following 
are additional particulars of the disaster: About half- 
past 9 o’clock 8 when about 7 miles east 
of Point, on Lake Erie, the first engineer, 
Thomas Davis, of the Persian, discovered a fire in the 
coal-bunkers, and promptly gave the stopped 
his engine, and opened the safety-yalve. Such rapid 
did the flames make that the woodwork 
was almost instantly ignited, 
the Persian, ordered the boats 
manned, but before one of them could be launched 
they were hopelessly burned. Attention was then 
directed to the hatches, and all were thrown ober- 
board, and the officere and crew placed themselves 
upon them, each hatch being capable of sustaining 
two ns, Fortunately thelake was very smooth, 
or all must have Boos! their Mves. After floating about 


at midnight the Merrick placed 
them on board the prop Empire State, bound up, from 
which they were later transferred to another éteamer 
and taken into Cleveland. The only passenger was 
Mrs, Davis, wife of the first engineer, who was sleep- 
ing above the place where the fire started, and did not 
aweken until rescued by her husband, her bed being 
already on Gre, The pire State reached the burn- 
ing steamer about 11:30. and made a determined effort 
to save the 1 three streams of water 
on her for over two hours, but without avail, An at- 
tempt was then made to beach her near Long Point, 
and she was towed 2 miles shoreward, but becoming 
too hot a com enda the safety of the Em- 
wire State, she was scuttled forward by the first mate, 
Thomas Casey, and left to her fate.—Sugalo Express, 


THE TAX-LAW. 


Short’s House Bill No. 548. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Danviitzg, III., Aug. 80.—I had the honor of 
being a member of the House of Representatives 
from this (the Thirty-first) District, in the Twenty- 
seventh General Assembly, and of being Chair- 
man of the Committee on Revenue. This Com- 
mittee was charged with the responsible duty of 
perparing an entirely new Revenue law, —the first 
ehactment on that subject under the new Con- 
stitution. The Committee labored zealously for 
more than a year in the preparation of House 
Bill No. 548,” a copy of which I transmit to you 
by this mail. I believed, at the time, and still 
think, that even the machinery of this bill was, 
and is, better than that of the one which became 
a law Over the formal protest of about fort 
members of the House. . 

But the most important feature of any Reven- 
ue bill, or law for the collection of taxes, ia, 
Does it do equity?“ Ihave always been un- 
der the impression that double taxation was not 
equity. If I was right in this view of the case, 
the present Revenue law is, or would be ik it 
could be enforeed, legal robbery. 

The enactment of a law which cannot be en- 
forced for waut of being right, only brings law 
into contempt. The present law requires the 
taxation of the shares a man may be so fortu- 
nate or unfortunate as to own in a corporation 
whose property has already been taxed. I 
foresaw, as did many others, that the attempt 
to collect such a tax would be met at the thresh- 
old by the shareholders of every coporation 
whose property was thus taxed ; and that, as the 
various corporations of the State represented a 
vast capital, the collection of much of the levied 
and needed State revenue would be enjoined, 
and its collection resisted as long as a Court 


could be found to hear the case. 


Believing that the property of a corporation 
and that of an individual were alike vefore the 
law, I originated the following section in the bill 
above referred to: 

All National Banks, Savings Banks, and other corpo- 
rations, whether incorporated by act of Congress or 
under the laws of this State or any other State; all 
Railroad, erg ne Manufacturing, Mining 
Transportation, Insurance, and all other incorporated 
Compenies, do business in this State,—shall be 
required to list assessment and ; 
year, all real estate, chattel property,and moneys and 
credits, owned by such tions Boapectively, in 
m this State, and liable to taxation under this act, in 
the same manner and to the same extent as is herein 
required of individuals; and no person, firm, or cor- 

ration, owning shares of the capital stock of any 

corporated Company, shall be required to list the 
same for taxation, 

I urged and defended this section of the bill 
in Committee and on the floor of the House; 
but my good friends, Gen. Lippincott. Auditor 
of State, and Gov. Palmer, were too many for 
me; and, ou the day the bill was put upon its 
passage in the House, they succeeded in fright- 
ening a number of members into voting No,—as 
I believe, against the members’ own better judg- 
ment; in fact, several members who voted 
against it have come down” to me, person- 

iv, and expressed their regrets that our House 
bill No. 548 had not become the law. 

At the time, I thought it a hardship that the 
bill failed, after so much care aud labor had 
been bestowed on it; but, upon retiection, | 
have concluded that there is more satisfaction in 
seeing the Courts drive the lawmakers into do- 
ing right, after the present law has been tried, 
than in the brief glory of a triumph on the pass- 
age of the bill No. 548. 

It was a great pleasure to me to obtain, as I 
did, the unanimous approval of that section by 
forty or fifty of the ablest bankers, merchants, 
and other financiers of Chicago, upon whose in- 
vitation I presented the subject before them at 
the Clearing-House in January, 1872.

International Sunday-School Course. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. | 
MEETING AT FARWELL BALL. 

A mass-meeting of Sunday-echoo] teachers, 
and others interested in Sunday-school work, 
was beld in Farwell Hall last night. There 
was a large attendance. The proceedings were 
rendered doubly interesting by the presence of 
members of the International Committee on 
Lessons, which is holding its annual meeting in 
Chicago. The Rev. J. Monro Gibson presided, 
and there were also present on the platform Dr. 
J. H. Vincent, New York; Dr. Warren Randolph. 
Secretary of the Committee, of Philadelphia; 
Dr. Richard Newton, Philadelphia; Dr. John 
Hall, New York: Dr. A. L. Cbapia, Pres- 
ident of Beloit College ; the Rev. A. H. Tyng, of 
Peoria; Dr. P. G. Gillette, of Jacksonville; 
Mr. J. B. Tyler, Philadelphia; Mr. A. Ma- 
callum, Hamilton, Ont.; Mr. B. F. Jacobs, of 
Chicago, and others. 

The proceedings were opened with the hymn, 
„Come thou fount of every blessing.” The 
first chapter of the Epistie of St. John was then 
read by the Chairman, after which the Kev, Dr. 
Newton, of Philadelphia, offered up prayer, in 
the course of which he plead for a revival of 
pure and undefiled religion in Chicago. 

THE CHAIRMAN 

in his opening remaike said they were favored 
with the presence of the Internationa! Commit- 
tee for the selection of Sabbath-school lessons. 
They were a small Committee, but were engaged 
in a great work, which had far more than real- 
ized what was hoped for. He explained in brief 
the rise and progress of the system, remarkin 
that the series of lessons was now cosmopol- 
an. 

DR. WARREN RANDOLPH 
was then introduced, and gave a short account 
of the work ia which they were engaged. Until 
recently the selection of lessons in Suuday- 
schools was left largely to the teachers. Gradu- 
ally an impression arose that it would be wise 
for the teachers and scholars of an entire school 
to have the same lessons, and ultimately it was 
recognized that more good would result if the 
schools of a community or a nation studied the 
same lessous. Out of this the International 
Committee arose, and it was acredit to the city 
that Mr. B. F. Jacobs was one of the originators 
ot the project. He sketched the progress of 
the movement, and predicted that io the course 
of seven years they would have covered the es- 
sential points that are to be presented to the 
Sunday-echools for Bible study. 

A few objections bad been made to the system. 
Some seemed to think the lessons tended to ex- 
clude denominations] and doctrinal teaching. 
Of course the lessons might not meet the desires 
of all in toat regard, but he held they met 
everything that could really be expected. The 
leseops covered the essential teachings of the 
Word of God, and’ there was no occasion to find 
fault with them because they might ghamper 
persons in the teaching of denommational and 
doctrinal views. 

THE REV, DR. HALL, 

of Wew York, was the beit speaker. After a 
few introductory remarks, he said the question 
of thé public schools was likely to be a very 
urgent and important one before the pubic 
mind for the next two or three years, and the 
element which secmed to attract the most vo- 
tice, and around which the controversy was 
likély to be the most fierce, appeared to him to 
be the element of religious é@ducation. If any 
one persuaded himself that a substantial re- 
ligious training was given iu the best of the pub- 
lic schools, he would labor under a yery serious 
mistake, and it was well Known to every one 
conversant with the newspapers that there was 
a religious opposition even to that much of 
religious education that was now being given 
in the public schools. That being the case, it 
must be obwous to all who considered the mat- 
ter that the Sunday-schools of tbe county had 
& great responsibility thrown upon them, aod 
that in a form about which there was no sort of 
controversy whateoever, because all men were 
Williag to admit that, whatever is being done 
or is to be done in the future in the common 
schools, the one main, leading, distinct function 
of the Sundas-school was to give to the young 
people of the country a solid, substantial edu- 
cation in the Word of the living God. 

Let them think for a moment what was aimed 
at in the prosecution of this Bunday-echool 
work. To begin with. they wanted to make peo- 
ple honest voters. They wanted to train bos 
so that when they become men they would 
be faithful aod impartial jurors 
magistrates ; to train them 
come honest men, faithful 
gent in social duties, and in all respects good 
citizens and useful members of the community. 
Everyone admitted that that was practically the 
object of Sunday-sthools. Of course there 
were differences of opinion as to types and 
forms, but there was no difference of opinion 
with regard to having citizens trained to per- 
form their duties. It might be said that all that 
was necessary to make such citizens was to give 
4 good secular education. But were We not 
éompelied to admit that a large amount of the 
crime of the country was diteetly chargeable to 
those who had received many of the advantages 
of secular education? We knew how common 
it was for American-born citizens to roll a little 
responsibility from themselves, and the. coun- 
2 aud its institutions, by a jauoty kind 

feference to tne fact that « great 
amount of the crime was committed 
by the foreign-born pulation. He 
was sorry to say, aod he was arelgn- doen him- 
self, that @ large class of the foreign-born citi- 
zens justified the teproach. But if it was sup- 
the foreign-born citizens monopolized the 
crime, it was a serious mistake. He was will- 
ing to admit that his countrymen [Irishmen]

The recent discussion in this city of the merits — et 
and demerits of wooden-block pavements has | THE WABASH AVENUE STREET RAIL- 
attracted considerable attention to the use of WAY 
round instead of the ordinary rectangular 
blocks. The Washington correspondent of Tun 
Taipcne furnishes the following interesting de- 
scription of various styles of round-block pave- 
ment, and of the manner ia which they bave 
stood the test at the Capital : 

There are, he says, three kiods of ronnd block 
wood pavement vow in use in this country, viz. : 
the Phillips, the Stowe, and the Flanigan. Ip 
this District the Phillips and the Flanigan have 


alone been used. 
THE PHILLIPS PAVEMENT. 

This is made of round blocks of cedar or cy- 
press wood, 5 or 6 inches in length, averaging 
from 2 to 8 inches in diameter. Ihe 
bark is removed from the blocks in the 
forests at the place of cutting. These blocks 
are laid in a sand- 5 to 8 inches in 
thickness. Ibe contracts call for a bed of sand 
12 inchés thick, but the contractors rarely lay 
more than an 8-ipch bed. These blocks are laid 
on this sand bed, and are filled in with sand. 
The difficulties experienced in Washington in 
laying this kind of pavement have been that, 
during the first thirty days after it is laid, the 
water, percolating through tae interstices, con- 
stantly lifts the pavement away from its bed. 
This difficulty did not occur after the paveraent 
had once settled. The next and greatest dif- 
culty has been of a much more serious charee- 
ter. The sand in the interstices between the 
blocks is entirely unconfined, and constantly 
washes out. The result is that the edges of the 
blocks wear away, leaving the centre of 
the blocks elevated, so that the pavement 
closely resembies a cobbie-stone street. ‘hese 
pavements here have become rough to ride over, 
and are severe upon horses’ fect. The heavy 
rains of this summer have been very injurious 
to this pavement. The water has forced its way 
between the blocks, and in some portions of the 
city they have been floated up and bave drifted 
away in the gutters. Its cost in Washington has 
been $2.25 per square yard. This price includes | 
2 feet of grading wherever it is necessary. None 
of this pavement has as yet shown any indica- 
tions of decay. The wood is what is known here 
and in the South as cypress. In the Western 
States it is called cedar. It grows in abundance 
along the shores of the Western lakes, and is 
now ely used in Detroit street pavements, 

THE STOWE PAVEMENT. N 

This has never been laid in Washington, and 
is better known in the West, where it is exten- 
sively introduced. It is well known in Detroit 
and some of the adjacent towns, it having been 
used there more than in any other locality. It

Had the State’s Attorney sent avy other bailiff 
in search ofthe person desired than George 
Hutchinson, Mr. Forsythe would have been 
Tound. and would have been able and willing to 
have given testimony that would have settled 
this entire question to the satisfaction of the 
jury and everybody else. It is to be regretted 
that Mr. Reed, knowing from long experience 
the peculiarities of Mr. Hutchinson, should have 
sent him on such an errand. Mr. Hutchinson is 
a man who never finds anybody. This is his forte. 
It is what makes bim invaluable in the eyes of 
men who do not want to appear before Court or 
jury. If a mau wants to be subponaed by 
George, he must hunt him up, and insist on 
having the paper served on him. If this bailiff 
were ordered to serve a paper on the Water- 
Works tower, he would look around the various 
rooms in the County Building, aud late in the 
aftetnoon, would report that, after diligent 
search, he had been unable to find the Water- 
Works tower; it was probably out of town om a 
vacation. It is unfortuaate that Mr. Reed, 
knowing this man's way of doing business, 
should have sent him for an important witness.

THE FLANIGAN PAVEMENT. a 

This is made by first rolling the foundation 
with a heavy steam- roller. ‘his produces a 
very good foundation. Upon this, after it is 
rolled, 3 inches of concrete is laid. Upon the 
top of this concrete the cypress blocks 
are placed. The steam-rolier is then used upon 
the top of them, and, instead of rolling the 
conerete, the blocks are rolled into the 
concrete. Every block is made sa roller. 
The purpose of this is to obtain & per- 
fectly even surface on the top of the blocks, 
and to cause them to become imbedded in the 
concrete. The interstices are then filled with 
dry gravel and paving cement. This practically 
cements the blocks to the foundation. Ihe 
entire surface cf the pavement is then thor- 
oughly cleaned and flooded with a heavy coat of 
paving cement, upon which, while hot, light 
sand is throwo. ‘This forms about half an inch 
of very durable cement upon the surface, and
